Service Hospital 

Can Give 

(By "Resident Correspondent") 

The visitor-patient at York 
county hospital soon becomes 
aware of certain needs and 
aspirations. In short, the hospi- 
tal is crowded and both nurses 
and doctors would like more 
room. 

It is quite common for the 
hospital to have a dozen or so 
patients more than it is supposed 
Ui accommodate. It is often 
necessary to put an extra bed 
in a hall temporarily. 

Both doctors and nursing staff 
seem to think that the hospital 
needs a maternity wing. This 
might be spoken of as a "crying 
need" for at the present time 
the nursery, accommodating at 
one time last week 13 babies, is 
necessarily close to the rooms 
of patients for whom more quiet 
might be desirable. 

One estimate was that $30,000 
would nicely build the needed 
wing. It might be well for the 
hospital to have definite ex- 
pansion plans ready to submit 
to the community as a war 
memorial project.

Rain Threatens To 
Curtail Production 

On County's Farms 

Many Farmers Haven't Had Chance To Plant 
Grain, Says County Agricultural Representative 



A serious reverse on the home 
front may result from the heavy 
rains of the past two weeks. 

"The recent rains have created 
a serious situation in the coun- 
ty," W. M. Cockbum, Newmar- 
ket, York county agricultural 
representative, told The Era 
this week. "A good deal of the 
seed has been drowned out by 
too much moisture, and some 
seed on sloping ground has been 
washed out. 

"The problem is particularly 
serious on the Queensville flats, 
in North Gwillimbury and in 
Georgina," Mr. Cockbum said. 
"It was quite wet last year and 
the farmers didn't get their land 
ploughed in the fall. As a 



result they were held back with 
their spring work and in a good 
many cases haven't yet got any 
seed into the ground. . 

"It is now almost June 1 and 
unless there is a very favorable 
season it looks as if production 
might drop off badly," he said. 
"The later the seed is planted 
the more tendency there Is to 
stem rust. This will be offset 
a good deal, however, by the 
barberry campaign going on at 
the present time. 

"We have had splendid co- 
operation in this matter," said 
Mr. Cockbum, "not only from 
tho farmers who have this plant 
on their land, but from the resi- 
dents of the urban areas."

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EDITORIAL POLICY 



It is difficult for a newspaper to achieve 
recognition as independent in its thinking. It 
cannot win this public laurel by calling itself 
independent or merely by refraining from 
comment on controversial matters. Only by 
doing his own thinking, with the help of 
neighbors, readers and other writers, can a 
newspaper editor win even a moderate reputation 

for independence. 

He must, of course, be honest and consistent, 
or the public will find him out, and that prevents 
him from seeking an easy reputation for inde- 
pendence in public affairs by going out of his 
way to attack now thU political party and now 
that. The editor must rely on independent 
thinking and his independent thinking will be 

evident often in the discussion of subjects other 
than public affairs. In short, the editor's habits 
of thought and his mind soon become an open 
book to faithful readers, and they decide that 
the editor is partisan, independent, fair or 
unfair, or sometimes one thing and sometimes 

the other. 

The public is an unerring jury and the editor 
of The Newmarket Era hopes that he has won 
at least a majority verdict for fairness and 
independence. He assumes his new respons- 
ibility as editor of an amalgamated newspaper 
with the pleasant anticipation of making new 
friends and new contacts, but with a slight fear 
that there may be those who will expect him to 
become a "neutral," a toothless editor writing 
about the flowers that bloom in the spring and 
occasionally denouncing the weather. 

In the future as in the past the editor must 
write his own thoughts on public and other 
affairs and hope that those who disagree, \yill 
sometimes contribute an article or letter setting 
out their own opinions. For these reasons the 
amalgamation with another newspaper cannot 
mean a change in "editorial policy." The editor- 
ial policy will be to express the editor's opinions 
in the editorial columns and the other fellow's 
opinions in the other columns. The more the 
"other fellow" comes forward with his opinions 
the more interesting will the newspaper be. 

Tlie editor asks for the new newspaper a con- 
tinuance of the interest, tolerance and criticism 
which The Era has enjoyed in the past.

in regard to the recent beef shortage. The 
situation has eased somewhat since the current 
U.S.A. quota has been filled, but experts now 
advance reasons for their fears that the situation 
will gel steadily worse. The claim is made that 
present prices to the producer are bettor than at 
any time since 1922, save for a brief period in # 
1029, but with Donald Gordon holding the reins 
on the price ceiling and the government refrain- 
ing from an export embargo, what the long- 
range outcome will be is a matter for conjecture. 
Buyers point to stoma of the following factors as 
affecting the situation. 

They show with no fear of contradiction that 
increased military establishments mean higher 
consumption of beef in army camps; that all 
pork products must go overseas, for our British 
contract of 600,000,000 is in prospect of failing, 
hence more beef is in demand domestically; 
that grass-fed cattle won't reach markets for 
some time; that lambs cannot be expected in 
volume till about September, and in the mean- 
lime, only veal calves are arriving in volume 
at the stockyards. Cooler stocks have become 
depleted and retail butchers are turning to local 
slaughtering. Then again, some fear, with 
submarine activities in the south Atlantic, the 
call will come for Canada to ship beef to Britain. 
As all shoppers locally know, there has been 
n shortage of beef cuts and in some cases many 
iwoplo, coming late to retail stores, have had to 
leave without beef or accept substitutes. Retail 
orders on some days lately have failed of fulfil- 
ment by as high ns 75 percent. And the same 
situation existed last week in the butter market, 
A check-up by our reporter found a total of 550 
lbs. of butter ordered and only 75 lbs. shipped. 
These are but two commodities that have como 
to attention locally. There may be others and 
no doubt the factors governing the condition are 
national In character. If so, it is something for 
conference and solution without delay.

Norman Brunt, co-owner of the 
Riveredge Park establishment at 
Keswick, who appeared in New- 
market "police court on Tuesday 
and pleaded not guilty to a charge 
of selling liquor. Was found guilty 
and sentenced to two months in 
jail by Magistrate W. E. Mcllveen. 
In passing sentence his worship 
stated, "It is one of these cases 
where you don't even have to sur- 
mise." * 

Constable Allen Wallace, of the 
York county police told his wor- 
ship that he had made three visits 
to the premise's at Lake Sirncoe on 
the evening of April 29. On the 
first occasion he and a companion 
went in the side door of the build- 
ing, and into a room in which 
there were a number of people. 
They had a pint of beer each. 
They also obtained a bottle of rye. 
The officer stated that he did not 
see the defendant on this visit. 

"We were there about ten or 15 
minutes and then left," testified 
Constable Wallace. "We told Con- 
stable Hill and Constable Morton." 
The" officer went on to say that 
Constable Hill gave him three two- 
dollar bills and a one-dollar bill, 
and he had made a note of the 
serial numbers. 

"On the second visit when wc 
drove up to the' premises, Mr. 
Brunt was at the door," continued 
the officer. "We had a conversa- 
tion with him. I told him that we 
wanted another bottle of liquor. 
The accused went out towards the 
cabins. We entered the living- 
room. The accused returned and 
handed me the bottle of liquor. I 
understood the price was $3 and 
handed the accused a $1 and a $2 
bill. He took the S2. We left the 
premises and picked up Constables 
Hill and Morton and returned with 

them." 

The witness stated that under 

the authority of a search warrant 
they entered the premises in order 
to find the money. 

According to County Constable 
William Hill, Sutton, the establish- 
ment known as the Riveredge 
Park consists of a dance pavilion, 
restaurant, refreshment booth, liv- 
ing quarters of the defendant and 
tourist cabins and is operated by 
Mr. Brunt and Orville Carstead. 
He stated that when Constable 
Wallace and his companion had 
made their first two visits to the 
premises, he and Constable Mor- 
ton were about one-half mile from 

the park. 

"After Constable Wallace report- 
ed, he. Constable Morton and I 
went back with a search warrant," 
Constable Hill further testified. 
"We searched the promises and the 
accused. The accused met us at 
the door. On searching the dresser 
drawer in the accused's bedroom I 
found the two-dollar bill given to 
Constable Wallace and also some 
silver. Mr. Brunt said the money 
belonged to the slot machines. Wc* 
found also four bottles of beer." 

The officer exhibited four bottles 
of whiskey, a bottle of port, two 
bottles of gin, a bottle of rum and 
four bottles of beer found oi\, the 
floor in one of Uie rooms. 

At this point In Mm evidence. 
Arleigh Armstrong, counsel for the 
defendant, stated that he would 
like to change the plea of not 
guilty to that of guilty, a request

I can hardly refrain from again 
going Into raptures over the won- 
derful lHacs we are enjoying this 
season. Never in ray lite have I 
seen such a profusion of bloom — 
the lilac bushes are fairly covered 
with flowers. The rain has fin- 
ished off quite a few of the earl- 
ier ones and turned the white ones 
rather rusty, but the later kinds, 
the Persian and the French lilacs, 
are in their glory this weekend. 

By the way, I am writing on 
Monday. May 25, the day we are 
celebrating Victoria Day. It was 
celebrated mainly, yesterday, by 
special services in the churches 
and patriotic programs on the 
radio. If other churches were the 
same as ours, and I have every 
reason to think they were, for all 
churches seem now io be flower 
conscious, then tnere were baskets 
and jars and vases filled with 
magnificent bouquets of lilacs, and 
tulips of every shade, the long- 
stemmed Darwlns and the hand- 
some double red and double yellow 
beauties. Never have we had such 
tulips in anybody's memory! And 
the weather turning cooler has 
kept them flowering much longer 
than usual. 

The wet weather of last week 
has been making every perennial 
grow so tall— the country is a 
beautiful green bower, no matter 
where you look, and gardens every- 
where are pictures. Uiy-of-the- 
vallcy is now at its best, and the 
iris and 3weet rocket just com- 
mencing, and the lemon lilies and 
peonies are full of buds, giving 
every promise of being ready for 
Decoration Day. 

Do you know. the flower called 
Leopard'* Bane? It really is a 
queer name for such a lovely 
flower. I bought a root from Mrs. 
Perrin last year and it was during 
a very hot. dry spell, and I was 
afraid I had lost it— but no indeed 
— there It is flowering away so 
cheerily— a regular Golden Glow 
flower, being a pure yellow and 
shaped like a daisy, quite a good- 
e|2ed one. and while it does not 
grow very tali, it stands up very 
sturdy and straight, and the flow- 
ers look 30 handsome and star-like. 
If anyone likes yellow flowers (and 
who does not?) then by all means 
remember to get some leopard's 
Bane. 

The heavy rains nave filled up 
the creeks and this evening I came 
down Timothy St. hill just at twi- 
light and as I was walking instead 
of slipping past In the car as I did 
going up. I was able to see every- 
thing, and how I did enjoy my 
walk home. That field between 
the Office Specialty and the C.N.K. 
tracks looked perfectly lovely with 
the silver stream curving and 
winding along between its green 
banks, bordered with willows once 
again, a* it used to lie when I was 
a girl. Besides that, along what 
used to be the "mill-race," are some 
splendid tai!

Prof. A. MacLean of the Univer- 
sity of Toronto came to Aurora 
iast week lo make a preliminary 
survey of the water supply and on 
Tuesday evening Councillors A. A. 
Cook and Dr. Q. A. C. Ouutoit laid 
before the council aome of the 
findings. 

"Prof. Maclean say* we have 
an abundant supply available," said 
Councillor Ounton. 'There Is 
plenty of water in the substrata 
beneath Aurora nnd he suggCtftfl 
that we try to tap the various 
levels. He says our own men can 
do this work. We hove been 
accustomed to sinking to the same 
level as the existing flow wherever 
It Is." 

"He also suggests that we clean 
out our present wells," said Coun- 
cillor Cook. "In place of cleaning 
them out every two year* a* we 
do now he would have It done 
twice a year. He suggest* In 
some cases relieving the head of 
the water flow by lowering the 
present outlet. This would give 
greater pressure," 

"Wc covered quite « bit of ter- 
ritory around tho town and we 
nro taking levels on vnrlou* 
sites." said Or. Ounton. 

"Mr. Uingmnn Is convinced that 
shallow wells are the beat around 
here." said Mr. Cook. "He sug- 
gests digging further west of tho 
Nlsbct well." T 

"That would mean buying more 
laud." said Mayor Underbill.

Take advantage, mild she. of any 
educational courses offered by the 
Institutes, by tho St. John's Am- 
bulance Corps— anything that will 
Increase our mental stature. 

Wo should organize, or belong 
to, study clubs, to bring us up to 
date on current events and prob- 
lems, economic :iad social, and 
also to study tho solving of tho 
win* problem; do what wo can to 
holster Hplrltual morale, It a v o 
faith In God, no mutter what tho 

outlook may be. 

In our homes wo should practise 
thrift— adhere strictly to wuv-Umo 

tegulntlona and impose some on 
oui.hoIvoh, even If tho lack of a 
few pies and cakes drew a bit of 
ii protest; also stick to last year's 
clothes If possible, nnd coax tho 
kitchen linoleum to servo you a 
Idt longer. I*ot us put Into prac- 
tice the food Ihoorlos wo havo 
been told of, for resistance to 
disease Is built tip by proper diet, 
and as wo are fighting for our 
homes, let us preserve tho right 
atmosphoro In thorn, mako them 
worth fighting foft Wo" ahouht 
take our responsibility to school, 
eh u roh and community aortously— 
not loavo those to somcono olso. 

nomocracy's woaknoss is to 
leave* too muoh to tho Individual; 
wo can servo Its causo by acting 
oh a foeder sorvleo to tho nation. 

Aftor dinner tho mooting re- 
opened with- "Tho Maple Loaf" and 
"Thoro'll always, bo an England," 
a ft or which Mayor Dr. I* w. 
Patau, spooking for the counoll 
and citizens at Nownmrkot, wel- 
comed the district annual mem- 
bers to tho town, 

Tho mayor said thnt as a public 
sorvant, hl« interest* ran muoh In 
the same lino as thoso of our 
society— In hotter economic and 
roolal conditions for all men. Ho 
fpoko of tho scono and influence 
of the Inntttuto and recalled that

and that on women will fall a 
heavy responsibility after the war, 
and a voice* in saying whether we 
shall have lasting peace or war. 

We should have, said the mayor, 
health education; health security, 
by working for health Insurance; 
economic security for young and 
old, with social justice for all. 
These should be the alms of the 
Institute. He concluded by saying 
that the nation with the highest 
standard of living for all, both 
white and colored, and pensions 
for the aged, will be able to boast 

Itself the healthiest, happiest 

nation in the world. 

Mrs. Corner replied to Dr. Dales, 

thanking him for his address and 
welcome and spoke very eloquent- 
ly on our motto, "For home nnd 

country." Mr! W. M. Cockburn 

was then called on and said he 

could confirm all Dr. Dales had 
said about Institute work and 
aims. 

He urged women to take their 
war work more seriously. He told 
that In an agricultural society's 
survey of farm work it showed 
1.000 women engnged In farm 
production. 

He stressed the danger of farm 
boys getting exemption and then 
going off to other work, but said 
when n boy stuck to the farm nnd 
was really needed, his case was 
always carefully considered. 

All help was to be given farmers 
who were trying to produce more 
with less help, and that those on 
farms should not turn down the 
services of high school boys, ns nil 
they needed was a little instruc- 
tion. At the conclusion of his talk, 
Mrs. Hayes asked for which co- 
operative program the members 
wished. The result was a lecture 
demonstration on "Health." 

At this- time the brief-bag was 
presented by Mrs. Arthur Boyd 
to Elm Grove, for their outstand- 
ing report, among many which 
were excellent. 

Mrs. Ucesor, our federation 
director, then told of how our 
money Is spent. She atso stressed 
that we should study findings of 
the price celling board, which Is a 
liaison between the government 
and you. site said 1 . If dissatisfied 
with existing conditions we should 
write to Mrs. \V. P. M. Kennedy, 
77 Spadlna Itoad, Toionto. She 
told of 5.000 lbs. of seed sent to 
England. $1,042 spent for blankets 
for the same destination and much 
more to many other worthy 
causes, tho exact amounts of 
which I am afraid to quote for 
fear of mistakes. 

The nominating committee, rep- 
resented by Mrs. Ralph Willis, gave 
Its state— and all officers went in 
by acclamation.
